And Turnips 
. Into July 


They Are Excellent Crops 
to Follow Lettuce or Rad- 
ishes; Young Roots Best. 


Carrots and turnips are vege- 
tables to plant until into July. The 
supply of baby carrots can be main- 
tained on}y by successive plantings 
and the carrot in its infancy has 
now displaced the mature vegetable 
in popular esteem and rightly so 
as it has a tenderness and delicacy 
of flavor lacking in the full grown 
vegetable. We have also learned 
that the young turnip, fresh pulled, 
ig better than the mature root 
which formerly was the only form 
in which it was eaten. Young tur- 
nips with thelr green tops are now 
& staple market commodity. The 
tops of turnip greens are also an 
excellent article for the table. 

The second week in July is the 
traditional time to plant turnips 
for the mature roots for winter 
storege. They area convenient. ‘ol- 
low crop for the early peas which 
ace done bearing in July.
